The Rev. Dr. Dix, in an interview with 
a Times reporter to-day, said: “For days 
together my mails were loaded down 
with a mass of letters and circulars from 
tradespeople, clergymen, and others deceived.

quent writing, yet not partioular about the style 
or finish of his productions, In one thing he was 
peculiar. He was very ecenomical, always 
using postal-cards when possible. Even invita- 
tions to dine with the Lord Bishop of Exeter 
were written on post-cards, with his Lordship’s 
full title.

that he knew of no one who considered himself 
personally aggrieved at any act of his, or would, 
even if aggrieved, take such eccentric revenge. 
“Of course, I can think of fifty who might, under 
conceivable circumstances, attempt something 
of the sort. But there is no one to whom we can 
trace anything. The whole affair is a mystery, 
and if it is not a sorry sort of practical joke it is 
eertainly the most extraordinary exhibition of 
causeless malice I have ever heard of,” 

Although lawyers and detectives have been 
engaged for days in bunting ‘evidenge, nothing 
has been discovered toward disclosing the 
scoyndrel’s identity. Dr. Dix has taken meas- 
ures to secure the publishing of the fac similes 
of the letters, which will be widely circulated in 
the hope of gaining some clew to the author. 

AMONG THE CLERGYMEN 
annoyed by the mysterious persecution is the 
Rev. Randolph McKim, Rector of Holy Trinity 
in Harlem. Last September he received a short 
letter purporting to comefrom Dr. Dix, the 
contents of which mystified and perplexed him. 
The letter read: 

“ REVEREND AND Dear Fin: Your card in the 
New York Herald is certainly a mistake. You 
call for a centenntal celebration of the adoption 
of the Common-Prayer Book, but the Common- 
Prayer Book was not adopted in 1779, but in 1785. 
Pardon me for correcting this mistake, and be- 
lieve me yery truly yours, MORGAN Drx.”’ 

“ Not being familiar with the handwriting of 
Dr. Dix.“ said Mr. McKim, “I was naturally 
astonished at the receipt of so enigmatical a 
letter. I had published no card about the Com- 
mon- Prayer Book, or, on any other subject. I 
at once wrote a bri note to the Doctor, 
confessing my inability to, understand his com - 
munication and requ an explanation. In 
answer 1 received a reply inclosing my note, 
and telling me he did not understand me. The 
matter was becoming complicated, and I hunted 
up pieces of the original letter ip the waste- 
basket, pasted them together, and sent them to 
the Doctor. I believe this was

HOW TO HAVE CLEAN STREETS. 
@hicago people are too busy to keep their 
minds for any great length of time upon 
mere personal discomfort. Hence the freez- 
ing up of the mud in the streets during the 
past two days @isibdst to obliterate 
‘the universal indignation which at one time 
promised such an agitation of the subject as 
to compel the city authorities to take some 
decided action, ‘The South Water street 
merchants gave vent to their wrath one day by 
posting and caricaturing the Mayor, and then 
went back to their business. The next thaw 
will bring out another transient howl, which 
in turn will subside under the rush of per 
sonal affairs. And thus the residents of this 
great city settle down to a complacent en- 
durance of universal mud and filth because 
they are engrossed in money-getting. They 
even become indifferent to the annual waste 
and destruction of great value, incident to 
the wear and tear upon horses and vehicles, 
the soiling of furniture, garments, and stocks 
of goods, the impairment of the retail trade, 
and the discouragement to immigration, 
which are direct results of the muddy streets. 
But there is one class of our citizens who 
cannot plead the usual excuse for this com- 
mon indifference to the public bealth and 
comfort, and to the welfare of the city. We 
mean the official class. The men who are 
elected to protect the public interests, and are 
supported by public taxation, may be reason- 
ably expected to give their time and atten- 
tion to matters of public concern, for forget- 
ting which citizens in their individual ¢a- 
pacity may be excused. The most conspicu- 
ous of this official class in city affairs is the 
Mayor. The condition of the Chicago streets 
should weigh down upon him, waking and 
sleeping. His nightmare should take the 
form of great mountains of mud hauled from 
the alleys and eross-streets and piled upon 
his breast. In every public communication, 
in every message to the Council, in every 
private interview with an Alderman soliciting 
an appointment or begging the release of 
some constituent from the Bridewell, the 
Mayor should not omit to urge that some- 
thing must be done to improve the streets. 
Mayor Harrison’s failure to take this lively, 
vigilant, untiring interest in the matter isthe 
reason why the South Water street mer- 
chants and the people generally are disposed to 


| hold him responsible for the mud nuisance. 


It will not do for the Mayor to excuse him- 
self by saying that the streets cannot be kept 
clean in their present dilapidated condition. 
We all know that. But Tue Tumor 
has pointed out, on more than one 
occasion, how they may be put into 
a condition by a uniform system. of 
improvements that will insure cleanliness 
thereafter with proper care and effort. This 
suggestion has the approval of the great 
mass of people without regard to party, 
color, sex, or condition. Every man, woman, 
and child in Chicago will rise up and bless 
the man who shall be the pioneer in the 
movement for good streets and clean streets. 
Here is Mayor Harrison’s great opportunity. 
Let him bring the matter to the attention of 
the Council at the yery next meeting. Let 
him renew the suggestion at the following 
meeting. Let him urge it at the third, insist 
upon it at the fourth, demand it in the name 
of we people at the fifth, threaten trouble at 
the sixth, and so keep up the agitation, with 
the aid of his official prestige, until he shall

sary, and compel the Council to act.

OF PAYING YOUR TAXES NOW. 
| legislation of the last session of the 
State Legislature amendatory of the Rey- 
enue law in the matter of tax collection will 
be put in force at once. Heretofore taxa- 
tion for each year has been due and payable 
after the Ist of January following the close 
of the year for which the taxes were levied. 
Thus, the taxes of 1878 became due and pay- 
able Jan. 1, 1880. The practice has hitherto 
been for the Town Collectors to devote their 
energies to the collection of taxes upon per- 


sonal property, and when they returned their | 
baoks early in March little or none of the | 
tak on real estate was collected. The prac- | 


tice in this county has been to waste several 
months in copying tax-lists into ponderous 
volumes at an immense cost, and then at the 
July term to apply for judgment upon all the 
real-estate taxes then unpaid; a judgment 
for the delinquent taxes was obtained 
towards the close of summer, and then the 
takes commenced to be paid, the fina) sales 
or forfeitures taking place in September or

} that were paid being paid between 
August and October. 


The Legislature at the last session sim- 
plified this business very much. It pro- 
vided costly penalties for non-payment of 
takes. It declared that all lands on 
which taxes shall not be paid on the ist of 
May shall be legally delinquent, and that on 
the second Monday in May the Collector 
shall apply to the Court for judgment 
against such lands for the taxes thereon, and 
the costs, and Interest at the rate of 1 per 


cent per month until paid, or until the lands | 


shall be sold or forfeited. This interest will 
begin on the lst of May, unless the taxes be 
paid before the date of the judgment. 

In the meantime, all taxes on real estate 
are now due and payable; the Town Col- 
le¢tors’ books have been returned to the 
County Treasurer, who is now cdllecting the 
real-estate taxes. There are but six weeks 
intervening between now and the ist of May, 
at Which time the penalty of 1 per cent per 
month interest will begin. 

The penalty for delinquent taxes will be 1 
per cent for May, 1 per cent for June, and 1 
per cent for July. Supposing the taxes are 
nat paid in July, and the lands are forfelted, 
there will be an additional penalty of 25 per 
cent, instead of 10 per cent as heretofore. It 
will be seen, therefore, that the penalty 
henceforth for the non-payment of taxes on 
real estate in this county at the time they 
fall due has been made a heavy one. These 
penalties, whether in the form of cost of ad- 
vertising, interest at the rate of 1 per cent a 
month, costs of judgment, forfeiture to the 
State, or sale, combined, will be a large add 
tion to the tax bill, which will have to be paid 
inany case. Perhaps the wisest—certainly 
the most satisfactory and economical—of all 
proceedings is to avoid all costs and penalties 
by the payment of the taxes during March 
amd in the first week of April. Then prop- 
erty-owners can, in addition to saving costs 
and penalties, also avoid having themselves 
published as delinquents.

was the practically prohibitory tariff of Mex- 
ico. Mr. Foster citea facts and figures to 
prove the truth of his position, and was 
satirical and pungent in his ridicule of the 
Mexican policy, Ham costing 11 cents a 
pound in New York cost 31 cents in the City 
of Mexico; a barrel of flour in New York 
cost $6, and in Mexico $29; a barrel of beer 
in New Orleans cost $13, and in Mexico 
$33.61; ollcloth in New York, per yard, 45 
cents, and in Mexico $3.08. These are but a 
few of the examples cited. 

Naturally enough, Mr. Foster’s. communi- 
cation evoked an equally sharp rejoinder 
from Mr. Romero, who made a better show- 
ing for his Republic. But in some respects 
—~as Mr. Brooks states~he proved too much. 
Mr. Foster assumed too much in the first 
instance, when he supposed that special 
legislation was directed by the Mexican 
Government against Americans, and Mr. Ro- 
mero errs in supposing it to beunsafe to trust 
Americans with franchises without tak- 
ing excessive precautions. There is no valid 
reason why the two Republics should not 
work together harmoniously and in accord. 
“Their fraternal accord would replenish the 
Treasury of Mexico, sustain herchosen Execu- 
tive, put an end to revolution and dissension, 
relieve the poor, and enrich the rich. It 
would open the vast treasuries of that coun- 
try to the commerce of the world and furnish 
a new and inexhaustible field for the young 
and enterprising of our own race and Nation.” 

But before any practical steps can be taken 

in this direction Mexico must at least amend 
her tariff. Who will send clothing for trade 
where it is taxed 132 per cent? Reciprocity, 
strict reciprocity, may do for a while, but not 
atreaty reciprocal only in name. Minister 
Romero says:

The most certain 
way of fostering and advancing the indus- 
tries of a country is to place it in competi- 
tion with the countries most advanced in this 
respect, Mr. De Tejada is right when he 
says that the Mexican policy is to “prohibit 
not only the actual products and manufact- 
ures of our country, but such even as might 
be produced in it, and this system—con- 
demned by the soundest doctrines of eco- 
nomic science and by experience—is firmly 
upheld by private parties whose interests are 
considered paramount to those of public 
convenience and the voice of reason.“ Let 
manufacturers think this question over 
again. There's millions in it.”

WHAT THE NEW CANAL-PUMPS CAN DO. 


The City Council has wisely included in 
the annual appropriation ordinance the sum 
of $100,000 for. the new lock and pump at 
Bridgeport. The Canal Commissioners, and 
ali others who have studied the problem, 
unite unreservedly: in claiming that this 
measure will have the desired effects; that it 
will supply the canal with the abundance of 
water which it now lacks for navigation; that 
it will provide the means of emptying into 
the canal from the river 50,000 to 60,000 cubic 
feet of water per minute, instead of 15,000 only, 
as now; that this body of water is more than is 
needed now to keep the river clean; and that 
the flow through the canal will be so diluted 
with pure and clean water from the lake that 
the country along the canal and IIlinois River 
will experience no possible unpleasantness 
from the stream. This result is worth all 
the money needed to accomplish it. 

It has been estimated by those familiar 
with the work that it will require ninety 
days in which to build the new lock, provide 
a building, and put the machinery at work. 
The necessity, therefore, for immediate ac- 
tion is obvious; at the shortest time the 
pumps cannot be put in operation before the 
Ist or the middle of July. 

The Canal Commissioners have through- 
out these whole proceedings given their best 
aid to enable the city to extricate itself from 
the calamity with which Chicago has been 
threatened, and we suppose the Commis- 
sioners will cheerfully codperate in ex- 
pediting the relief which can only be ex- 
pected from these new pumping-works. 

The experiment tried at the Fullerton av- 
enue conduit may prove of some value. The 
sufficiency of the pumps there to create a 
current in the North Branch has been fully 
established. Unfortunately, the peculiar 
weather prevailing this winter has not been 
entirely favorable to the success of the work. 
There was no difficulty in producing a good, 
effective current through the North Branch 
and the main river out into the lake. Ordi- 
narily, this foul water upon leaving the river 
would have gone off to the south and south- 
east: but the winds have heen contrary since 
last fall for most of the time and have carried 
the water of the North Branch to the north- 
east, directly te the Crib, thus polluting the 
water-supply of the city. The southwest 
wind rarely prevails as it has during this 
winter, and it compelled the suspension 
of the pumps in the North Branch. The ex- 
perience of these wheels may be of some 
value in providing new machinery for the 
lift-wheels at Bridgeport. 

The most effective and thorough cleans- 
ings to which the Chicago River can be 
subjected are the occasional freshets, gen- 
erally in the spring, when the water pours in 
from the prairies and various sources, and 
with strong force rushes through the river 
and its branches, carrying all the loose and 
offensive matter out into the lake. These 
freshets give the river what is known as a 
thorough scouring. It is the natural means 
for accomplishing that important end. 

The pumps at Fullerton avenue are of the 
reversible character,—that they can be 
used to force the water inf or from the 
river. There are frequent seasons and fre- 
quent occasions when the supply of water 
in the canal is in excess of what is needed, 
and when there is a current towards the lake. 
This is often the case during thaws in winter, 
and at other times. If these new pumps 
can be reversed, they can be employed dur- 
ing one of these seasohs of high or excessive 
water to pump. the water from the canal 
and precipitate it into the river, add- 
ing to the force of the river cur 
rent the additional weight of water 
in the thirty miles of canal, thereby increas- 
ing the seduring process of the freshet. This 
might be done at least twice, and perhaps 
ottener, every year, doing much to perma- 
nently remove the great depths of slime and 
other deposits which cover the bottoms of 
the river and its branches. One such thor- 
ough cleaning or scouring of the river is

The Great Werk They Have Done as a 
Temperance-Retorm Agency. 

The healthy moral effect of the night coffee- 
houses of this city upon that numerous portion 
of the community whose occupations compel 
them to turn night into day and day into night 
is probably no better exemplified than in the 
case of the men who set up, print, and distribute 


the morning newspapers. This improvement in th 


moral tone has been a matter of observation 
and cause for congratulation for several 
years past among those o have 
been brought into close business re- 
lations with the classes referred to, 
though until now it has not met with that public 
recognition which it deserves. The coffee- 
houses, it is not too much to assert, have served 
us

AMERICAN BIBLE SOCIETY. 
RESULTS OF THE FEBRUARY BUSINESS. 

The stated meeting of the Board of Managers 
of the American Bible Society was held at the 
‘Bible House, Astor place, on Thursday, March 4, 
1880, at half-past 3 o'clock, Frederick 8. Winston, 
Esg., in the chair. P 

The Hon. John W. Foster, late United States 
Minister to Mexico, and now under appointment 
as United States Minister to Russia, was unani- 
mously elected Vice-President of the Society 

Papers were adopted by the Board commem- 
Orating the late Mr. James Lenox, formerly 
President of the Society, and Mr. James W 
Dominick, one of the managers, lately deceased. 

The ffnancial statement showed the total re- 
ceipts for February to have been $40,208.19. Of 
this amount $5,757.97 were donations from auxil- 
lary societies, individuals, and churches; 
$4,705.31 from rents; $1,125.20 from legacies; 
$28,619.58 from sale of books. The disbursements 
for the month, upon the audit and warrant of 
the Committee on Finance, were $43,618.46. 

The Committee on Publication reported that a 
new edition of 3,000 copies of the New Testa- 
ment, in the dialect of the Gilbert Islands, had 
been put to press.. It is worthy of note that this 
is the third edition of the New Testament in this 
langu that the Society has been called upon 
to furnish.

THE MARRIAGE RITE. 
POPE LEO ON MATRIMONY AND DIVORCE. 
The encyclical letter of Leo XIII. on the 
nature and. sanctity of marriage, and the falla-

‘Italian newspaper. Some of its points are as 


follows: “ Beit your principal care that the peo- 
ple abound in the vrecepts of Christian wisdom, 
and that they fail not to remember that mar- 
riage was originally instituted, not by human 
will, but by the authority and command of God, 
and under the condition that one man be wedded 
to one woman; while Jesus Christ, the author of 
the New Testament, transferred it from a 
natural function to a sacrament, and attributed 
to His Church all legislative andjudicial control 
of it as a binding instrument. Be it likewise 
brought home to all that if among the Chris- 
tian faithful any man or woman be wed- 
ded without the due snmorament their 
marriage shall be an unjust one; and, although 
it may have been contracted in conformity with 
civil law, yet it can have no more binding virtue 
than any custom or rite introduced by civil leg- 
islation. In the daily-increasing confusion of 
opinions this also it is necessary to know, that 
no man has power to dissolve a marriage rati- 
fled and consummated between Christians, and 
that, therefore, those are manifest criminals 
who, once bound in wedlock, shall from what- 
ever cause contemplate a new marriage before 
the first one has ben dissolved by death. And

Quarter-section corners are established at in- 
tervals of a half mile, or forty chains, except in 
the north and west tiers of sections in a town- 
ship.

MEANDERING. 


Large lakes, navigabie rivers, and bayous — 
by law of Congress, made public highways, an 
are meandered and segregated from the public 
lands. Large ponds and water-courses not nav- 
igable are in some cases meanderéd. At those 
points where the lines of the public surveys in- 
tersect meanderable streams and bodies of water 
meander corners are established at the time of 
running such lines. Standing with the face look- 
ing down stream, the bank on the right hand is 
termed the right bank, and that on the left hand 
the left bank. All navigable streams are mean- 
dered on both banks. 

Non-navigable streams are meandered only on 
one bank, and that the right bank, except in cases 
where it becomes impracticable to follow on the 
right bank. Wide flats, bayous, and irregular 
expansionsin rivers non-navigable, lakes and

His experience before the War fits him for bubk- 
ness of almost any kind. He now proposes to 
resign from the army to en in private life 
and I cheerfully commend him as possessing all 
the qualities necessary tO inspire confidence. 
Yours truly, U. S. GRANT.

Mr. Grinnell was unwill to give Leet all the 
general-order business, and offered him $5,000 a 
year to go back to Washington to stay. To this

mands were allowed. A compromise was effect- 
ed, by which Leet was given the control of all 
the general-order business of the port, ** except- 
ing the Inman and National lines of steamers’’; 
and, farming out his franchise to, F. M. Bixby, 
he returned to mess with Babcock and Porter in 
Washington, drawing bis pay meanwhile as an 
officer in the army. 

In the following spring he was obliged by law 
to resign his army-position, and then went to 
New York and again demanded of Grinnell all 
14 business. This Grinnell re- 
fused; and, according to two witn Lee 
threatened him with removal therefor. i 
moval certainly followed at once, and Mr. 
Thomas eed gs was appointed in his stead. Mr. 
Murphy gave all neral-order business over 
to Leet; and he was thereby enabied to continue 
that er of robbery which at last grew so un- 
bearable that the merchants of New York com- 
petted the resignation by his friend Murphy of 

he Collectorship of the Port. So much for Leet. 

Mr. Murphy’s career is tolerably familiar to 
the reading public. A partner of Tw and 
Connolly, he not only allowed the general-order 
abuses, and the blackmailing of such merchants 
as Phelps, Dodge & Co., Whiteside Bros., and 
others, but he made the Custom-House such a 
den of thievea,—made it, with the aid of A. B.
